C A L IFO R N IA LANDS. 


A n Im p ortan t D ecision by tlie S ecretary 
o f th e In terior. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 3d.—Secretary 
Lamar to-day rendered a decision which 
will in effect tend to quiet title to a large 
quantity of land in California selected by 
the State as indem nity school land. The 
case came up on the appeal of D. C. Powell 
from the decision of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, holding in in ­ 
dem nity the selections confirmed to the 
State by the remedial Act of March 1, 1877. 
The Secretary quotes with approval the 
rulings of his predecessors and of the At­ 
torney-General on the subject, and affirm­ 
ing the Commissioner. lie bolds that the 
evident intent and object of the Statute of 
March 1, 1887, was to confirm to the State 
al! the defective or invalid selections which 
had been made and app roved to the State 
prior to its passage, excepting those occu­ 
pied by bona fide settlers prior to such cer­ 
tification, excepting also those mentioned 
in the first proviso to Section 2 of said Act, 
and excepting also those selections made in 
lieu of a sixteenth or a thirty-sixih section 
which had been surveyed in its place, and 
title to which had become vested in the 
State at the date said selections were made. 
In cases like the one under consideration, 
where the State, before selecting indemnity, 
alleged that school sections, or a part 
thereof, had been lost to her by reason of 
the same being included within Mexican 
or Spanish grants, and where such selec­ 
tion had b?en approved to her before the 
passage of the confirmatory Act of March 
1, 1877, it is the opinion ot the Department 
that such selections are confirmed by the Act 
even though upon tinal survey of such 
grants, or upon approved surveys of public 
lands, it be found that the basis of such 
selections had not been lost, as alleged, 
and as a corollary thereof that the United 
States thereby resume ownership on such 
basis. 


GUARDING AG AINST CH O LERA. 


G overnm ent Ai«l to b e In vok ed A gain st 
C holera Im p ortation . 


N e w 
Y o r k , November 3 d .—President 
Bayles, of the Board of H ealth, wrote to­ 
day in relation to the cholera ship3 to 
Mayor Hewitt, as to the advisability of re­ 
questing the National Government to send 
vessels back. H e says that, so far as the 
vessels now in port are concerned, there 
seems to be no occasion for an appeal by 
the Mayor to the Federal Government to 
order their removal. 
The Alesia has already sailed, and the 
Britannia is at present said to be tree from 
disease. In the case of the Burgandia, 
which I understand is nearing this port 
with a full cargo and passenger list from 
infected Mediterranean ports, it is proba­ 
bly too late for any effective actiou, whether 
or not cholera may be found on board, in 
the latter case, Mr. Bayles sa id .it would 
be an act of inhum anity to compel the 
return of her passengers. H e says if the 
Federal Government can in any way inter­ 
fere to check immigration from ports in­ 
fected with contagious diseases, it should 
be asked to do so. 
THE SITUATION IN BRIEF. 


N e w Y o r k , November 3d.—H ealth Of 
ficer Smith gives the following sum m ary of 
facts in regard to the cholera among the 
passengers of the steamships Alesia and Bri­ 
tannia : The Alesia had six deaths from 
cholera on the voyage—four passengers and 
two of the crew. There have been, in all, 
among the Alesia’s passengers thirty-five 
cases of cholera, nineteen of which proved 
fatal. There have been two deaths from 
other causes. On the Britannia there have 
been only four cases since her arrival. 
Dr. 
Smith added : 
The H ealth Officer and 
Commissioners of Quarantine have done 
and are doing everything possible for the 
safety of the public.”

family, including the Bishop and Mrs.

H er husband, Goldschmidt, was 
cruelly and unjustly libelled, till, in self­ 
defense, she brought an action and got

T A R IF F REFO RM . 


\ iew s o f a M issouri 
C ongressm an on 
T ariff L egislation . 
[Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated Press.] 


W a s h in g t o n , November 3d.—[Special.]— 
Representative Bland, of Missouri, arrived 
here to-day. He thinks the House will 
pass a tariff bill this winter. He said he 
thought the bill would be a compromise on 
the part of the tariff reformers, inasmuch 
as it would include the repeal of the tobacco 
tax. Personally he thought the internal 
revenue ought not to be touched at all, but 
he would agree to let the tobacco tax go if 
it were accompanied by a considerable re­ 
duction of the tariff. He said he thought 
there ought to be a reduction of the tariff 
to the am ount of about $100,000,000. The 
free list^ought to be largely increased, and 
there should be a reduction of duties on 
other imports. Unmanufactured material 
and commodities of every-day consumption 
ought to be placed on the free list, or the 
duty on them greatly reduced. H e said he 
thought there was no need of and would 
be no financial legislation, except inasmuch 
as tariff legislation affects finances. The 
only way to improve the financial situation 
was to stop taking money outof thepockets 
of the people and locking it up in the 
Treasury. 


A R E A L H E R O IN E . 


B rave A ct o f a C olored W om an In South 
C arolina. 


C o l u m b ia (S. C.), November 3d.—A lew 
nights ago a negro fam ily living near the 
home of George W. Cox, in Pickens county, 
went to a revival meeting, locking their 
sick child in the cabin. In their absence 
the cabin caught fire. Mrs. Cox saw the 
flames, and knowing that the child was in­ 
side, rushed to the rescue. W ith an ax she 
broke open the door, and entering the burn­ 
ing building, seized the almost suffocated 
child. Part of the building fell upon her 
and knocked her down, but she shielded 
the child from fire by wrapping her cloth­ 
ing around it. The brave woman was be­ 
ing burned to death when her hnsband ar­ 
rived and rescued her from the flames, hut 
she was so badly burued that her fife is de­ 
spaired of. The child was uninjured. 


R O B B E D AG AIN. 


A n oth er R ailroad T rain H u n g U p—T h is 
T im e In C olorado. 
^ P ueblo (CoL), November 3d.—About 1 
o’clock this m orning several masked men 
stopped the eastward Salt Lake Express on 
the Denver and llio Grande road, a few 
miles east of Grant Junction, and compelled 
the engineer, firemen, mail and express 
messengers to leave the train, and while 
they were being guarded by three of the 
robbers the others passed through 
the 


train relieving the passengers of money and 
valuables. The robbers then entered the 
express c ar, but failed to ODen the safe. 
The mail pouches w e re cut a rid registered 
packages and letters opened. 
The train was allowed to proceed after 
being detained o\ er an hour, anil the rob­ 
bers took to the mountains. It is not yet 
learned how m uch money they secured. 


T H E ANARCH ISTS. 


Mr*. P arson* an d H er P am p h lets—T he

C h ic a g o , November 3d.—At the jail this 
morning a long conference was held be­ 
tween Captain Black, L. 8. Oliver, of the 
Amnesty Association, and the seven con­ 
demned men. After the conclusion of the 
conference Captain Black refused to make 
public the matter under discussion. 
He 
said he expected to leave for Springfield 
with a petition for amnesty on Monday 
night. To the inquiry w hether he hoped 
for clemency, he replied; 
“ I am always a 
hopeful man. I will hope until there i? no 
longer any ground for it.” 


TH E INSANITY DODGE. 
It lias been suggested by several attor­ 
neys that the defense—for the purpose of 
delay, if nothing else—could apply for a 
writ of lunático tic inguieendo to determine 
tlie mental condition of the condemned 
men. 
Captain Black said of th is: ‘‘ It 
might be done, but these brave fellows 
would never consent to it. 
1 wouldn’t give 
it a second thought.” 
Mrs. Lucy I’atsons appeared on the street 
with an arm ful of pamphlets, which a 
sm all boy tried to sell yesterday. An enor­ 
mous crowd soon collected about her, and 
the officers compelled her to move on. The 
Chief of Police ordered, however, that she 
be allowed to sell her pamphiets, but not to 
create a blockade on the streets. She ad­ 
mitted the justice of this, but soon after 
took up her stand on Government Square, 
she having been advised by friends that the 
city police could not molest her there. 
Soon, however, another tremendous crowd 
congregated around her, and a deputy 
1 nited States Marshal ordered her to move 
on. She then walked up and down the 
street selling the pamphlets, until she was 
exhausted. 
The person who furnished the pamphlets 
says she sold fully 5,000 copies at five cents 
a copy. 
ASKING FOB MEKCY. 
August Spies, Samuel 
Fielden 
and 
Michael Schwab, signed a petition this af­ 
ternoon humbly begging the Governor to 
commute their sentences. 
Those three 
have not written letters to the Governor 
that they would not accept comm utation. 
The signatures of Fielden and Schwab 
were secured by Captain Black and L. S. 
Oliver at the morning conference, but 
Spies was obdurate at that time and would 
not sign the paper. 
Late this afternoon, 
however, he was called on by Dr. Schmidt, 
ex-Alderman Frank Stanber and George 
Schilling, who labored with him until the 
signature was secured. 
The other four 
iiotliinj^fcould be done with, but a commit­ 
tee of friends will call on them again to­ 
morrow and endeavor to induce them to 
reconsider their determination not to ask 
for mercy.

C h ic a g o , November 3d.—Ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury W indom, who arrived in the 
city from New York this evening, was 
asked by a reporter what is thought of the 
Anarchist case in the East. He said : “ The 
people have been anxiously awaiting the 
verdict, and I believe the conservative peo­ 
ple of the country are well satisfied with it. 
W hile many are'moved by the dictates of 
hum anity to pity for the condemned men, 
very few there are that I have talked with 
but think these men should be punished.” 


W H A T W AS IT ? 


A n In fern al M achine, C r tho W ork o f an 
Id io tic J o k e r ? 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 3d.—An attempt 
was made to-night to either kill or maim 
Chief Justice Waite, of the United States 
Supreme Conrr, or to perpetrate a silly 
hoax. 
About half-pa3t 6 a small box was 
sent to his house through the special deliv­ 
ery postal service. It was a paste-board 
box, about ten inches by six, looking some­ 
thing like a valentine box, and was ad­ 
dressed in a small, cramped and apparently 
disguised back-hand to ,l The Hon. Chief 
Justice Waite, No. 1415 First N. W. W ash­ 
ington , D. C.” Near the bottom were the 
words “ Im portant papers,” underscored. 
The thing inclosed was a glass tube about 
ten inches long and of the diameter of a 
lead pencil. The tube was bent at an angle 
of about sixty degrees, and was fastened to 
the box by means of a small piece of heavy 
paper pasted over it. The tube, for the 
most of its length, contained a jet black 
liquid, but about one and a half inches 
from the end was a percussion cap separat­ 
ing the Huid from a little more than 


AN INCH OF COARSE POWDER, 
Apparently what is known as “ A tlas” 
powder. 
At the other end of the powder 
was another percussion cap, and this was 
attached to a wire, which was apparently 
intended to explode the tube. Tms wire 
was joined to a small rubber band fastened 
to one side of the box, and another wire ran 
from the rubber to a “ hook-and-eye,” 
which was held in place by a piece of pa­ 
per pasted over it. 
If the machine is really what it seems to 
be. the raising of the lid would have ex­ 
ploded it before it reached the Chief Ju s­ 
tice’s house. 
However, the box was 
stamped on one side by a Postoffice em­ 
ploye, and the force with whicii the blow 
was struck in stamping caused the wire to 
slip through the “ hook-and-eye,” thus 
severing the necessary connections. 


POSSIBLY A HOAX. 
There are circumstances which lead to 
the suspicion that the whole thiDg is a 
hoax. The person through whom the 
m atter was brought to the attention of the 
police is a young man who sells items to 
newspaper correspondents, and who is not 
by any means regarded as trustw orthy. His 
name is withheld at the request of the po­ 
lice, to whom he told substantially 


THE FOLLOWING STORY: 
About 6 o’clock he went to the postoffice 
to mail a letter, and going to one of the 
desks to address it he noticed a man put­ 
ting the address of Chief Jnsstice W aite on 
a box. 
H e says he thought nothing of 
it at the time, and therefore did not 
observe the man closely enough to be 
able to identify 
him. 
W hen on 
the 
street, 
however, 
the 
thought 
came 
to 
him that 
there 
was 
something 
suspicious about it. inasmuch as the Chief 
Justice had on Wednesday delivered the 
opinion denying a writ of error to the con­ 
demned Anarchists. He thereupon went 
to the home of the Chief Justice and in ­ 
quired of him if he had received a box. 
The Chief Justice said be had not, and the 
young man then went to the Postoffice 
and ascertained that the box had been de­ 
livered at G:30 o'clock. 


THE STORY FOR SALE. 
He next informed the correspondents of 
two W estern papers of the matter, and of­ 
fered to sell them the story about it. The 
correspondents desired to ’ make a further 
investigation, and went to the police sta­ 
tion and told the story to Detective Sergeant 
Hollanberger, who immediately called on 
the Chief Justice who then acknowledged 
’ receiving the box, and gave it to the Ser­ 
geant. The Chief Justice said he had re­ 
ceived the box while at dinner, and had 
opened it, but w ithout being harm ed, the 


wire which was to have exploded it bavittg 
been detached, as already stated. 


TH E CHIEF JUSTICE NOT ALARMED. 
Mr. W aite did not attach any importance 
to the box, and said be thought it a sensa­ 
tional hoax. The Sergeant took the box 
to the police headquarters, where it is now' 
held as evidence. Sergeant Hollanberger 
said he had no clue to the sender of the 
box, and that the young man was unable 
to give any description of the m an whom 
he bad seen addressing it before mailing it. 


DESERVIÍS NO Q UARTER. 


A n A la b a m a D esp erad o W h o Should h e 
H u n ted Down* 


N e w Y o r k , November 3d.—The World's 
Opelika. Aia., special of November 2d says: 
‘ D ark ” Buckalew, a noted desperado, has 
served written notices on half a dozen 
prom inent citizens of Chambers county 
thal he intends to Darn them out and kill 
them. 
He has murdered tour inc-n within 
the last three months. Buckalew has been 
for years surrounded by half a dozen disor­ 
derly women. The Governor oilered $100 
reward for his arrest, but everybody was 
afraid of him . Every week or two be sent 
letters to the newspaper daring any one to 
arrest him . The reward was increased to 
$400, but still Buckalew continued his 
threats and no one dared to attem pt his 
capture. The Sheriff of the county has 
now summoned a pease of twenty men and 
started in pursuit of the outlaw.

L ions, T iger* and L eopards C reate a Sen­ 
sation In St. L ou is. 
St. Louis, November 3d.—In the freight 
yard near the Union Depot to-day two cars 
of a circus train were derailed'and some 
of the cages shattered. 
A Bengal tiger, two

K n o w l e d g e in H e a l t h . — At the re­ 
cent Hygienic Congress in Vienna, Herr 
von Pettenkofer urged the great impor­ 
tance of a more general teaching in the 
public schools of tlie influence of air, water 
and soil on the public health. What scien­ 
tific hygiene lias accomplished was illus­ 
trated by tlie ease of London, where in the 
eighteenth centurarv, with less than 1,­ 
000,000 inhabitants, the aveiage death- 
rate was 42 per 1,000 per year ; while now, 
with a population of 4,000,000, it is less 
than 21 per 1,000. 
That is, science lias 
more than doubled the aveiage life of the 
Londoner. In the Crimean war tlie French 
lost 95,000 men, of whom only 20,000 
were killed, while 75,000 died from dis­ 
ease. 
In the Franco-German war the ef­ 
fects of hygienic teaching in tlie military 
schools was already apparent, for out (if 
a total loss to the German army of 40,881 
there were only 12,282 deaths from dis­ 
ease.

THE CHOOSISG OF SCHOOL OFFICIALS. 


If there is any one class of officials more 
than another into whose selection |>olitical 
questions should not enter, it is that class 
having charge of our educational sys­ 
tems. 
The question of fitness, intellectual 
training, executive capacity, disciplinary 
powers, knowledge of our 
educational 
method and sincere devotion to it, ought to 
be the controlling considerations in select­ 
ing school officials. It is noteworthy and de­ 
plorable that only occasionally have we 
chosen trained educators to be Superin­ 
tendents of schools. 
There is every rea­ 
son why none others should be selected for 
such im portant trusts. 
Men or women should lie called to these 
high offices l>ecause of special fitness for 
educational vocations. They m ight l>e ex­ 
cellent merchants, successful lawyers, quali­ 
fied physicians, thorough mechanics, and 
have first-class clerical ability, and yet be 
wholly unfitted for the peculiarly delicate 
and exacting duty of sujverintending a 
great school departm ent aud maintaining 
it at a high stage of efficiency. 
W hy we should employ blacksmiths to 
repair • jewelry, veterinary surgeons for 
family physicians,carpenters for the count­ 
ing-room, or lawyers for school discipli­ 
narians, no one will essay to answer. 
Yet 
the calling of any man to a duty foreign to 
his training, habit and usual vocation, is 
at the risk of receiving indifferent service 
and is no more absurd than to put at the 
head of a school departm ent officials who 
have had no recent, or any experience in 
systems of education. 
Political scheming, not the reason and 
good judgm ent of men, suggests for educa­ 
tional trusts those who have no trained 
fitness for them. 
Very often—and of this 
fact no successful denial can be made—the 
educational supervisory posts have been 
filled by men for apparently no better 
reason than that there was no other place 
with which to satisfy their political de­ 
mands: or to supplement an already estab­ 
lished income and business with the reve­ 
nue of the office; or, for a reason more 
hum iliating still, to make a stepping-stone 
out of school trusts for further political 
advancement of ambitious men. 
It is not likely that any sensible man 
will undertake to deny these statements. 
N or yet will any reasonable person sug­ 
gest the absurdity that those foreign to the 
duty should be called to supervise school 
systems lying at the root of all our liber­ 
ties, and upon which, in a very great de­ 
gree, is dependent the character of our 
citizenship and of our civilization, in 
preference to those who have had long cx- 
jierience in schools as teachers or super­ 
visors of teaching—in preference to those 
who not only have the knowledge by ex­ 
perience, of the demands and needs of the 
system, hut arc abreast with the advanced 
thought of the day in the m atter of con* 
ducting our schools. 
Sacramento is about to choose a School 
Superintendent. 
The R kcorp-Uxion lias 
no candidate and will have none; but it 
has convictions as to the proprieties in 
choosing the new Superintendent, and it 
has no hesitancy in declaring, as it lias be­ 
fore this, that the party should he a trained 
educator 
and something 
more 
than 
a clerk to 
the Hoard 
of Education. 
He or she should have no other voca­ 
tion, should have at least some hard 
experience in teaching, 
and 
not now 
be so far removed from the past as to for­ 
get the days of pupilage. 
The School 
Superintendent ought to lie one moving on 
a level w ith the best educational senti­ 
m ent of the age ; one who keeps himself or 
herself informed thoroughly upon all edu­ 
cational advancement and propositions, hut 
W.io is not running oil with every iiev.*- 
fangled idea because of novelty or newness. 
If the R ec o rd -U n io n could have its 
way, the choosing of a person to superin. 
lend the school system of the city for the 
next term would he chosen irrespective of 
political inlluences, and with an eye single 
to educational fitness, executive ability and 
reasonably advanced ideas. 
The political 
boss should have no voice in the choosing; 
he never, even as i m atter of |>oiicy, selects 
for any other than an ulterior purpose, and 
his candidate never is or can be a wholly 
free man. 
The truth is we devote very 
ranch loss care and discrimination to the 
choosing 
of our 
Superintendents—and 
our teachers, for the m atter of that—than ’ 
we do the selection of our cooks. 
If hank 
corporations selected financiers, railroad 
companies their superintendents, and in­ 
surance unions their actuaries with the 
looseness and carelessness which charac­ 
terize our choice of school officials, those 
businesses would presently run to ruin. At 
least as much fair business sense ought to 
enter into the proposition to employ a 
siqicrmteudent to oversee the three-score 
and more of teachers and the several 
thousand school children of the city, aud 
to fashion, keep symmetrical and make 
effective in the highest degree, the local 
school system, as we call to our aid in 
selecting a clerk, a bookkee[>er. or an 
agent to conduct and snpervi.-e a private 
business. 
It may not lx‘ done now. but it is easilv 
possible for this community to rise to the 
level of right selection in this m atter of

“ Little Pete's ” attorney, who smiled con­ 
descendingly upon all present. At 2:05 
o’clock Coroner Stanton took the stand and 
called the jury roll. 
Mr. Lawrence, a reporter on the Exam­ 
iner, was the first witness called. H e stated 
that a week ago Sunday night he met Sirs. 
Higsou in lront of the Morgue, and that 
sho said th at she had just been in the 
Morgue and felt satisfied that Benhayon 
was the man who had paid her the $5. 


uknhayon’s w r itin g 
m a t er ia l. 
Joseph L. Dalisher was next called. He 
stated that he was acquainted with neither 
Benhayon nor Dimtnig. 
On Saturday 
night a week ago a party bought paper, a 
penholder, envelopes, a bottle of ink and 
someppstage stamps—a medium-sized man, 
with a black mustache. The Ham ilton 
brand of note paper is the only one kept in 
stock hy the witness, and he Identified the 
papei and envelopes shown to him by the 
Coroner as of Uiat brand. The envelope 
containing stamps found in Benhayoii's 
pocket was obtained at his stand. The 
penholder was also one like those kept in 
stock by the witness. He called early in 
the evening—between '/ aud 8 o’clock. He 
was a man about 28 years old, with a long 
nose. 
DIMMHj'S MARKET STREET ROOM. 
Mrs. Julia Richardson, of 8731 Market 
street, testified to Dimmig having rented a 
room in her place for the alleged purpose 
of doing some writing there. H e had wri­ 
ting material, and frequently occupied the 
room of evenings. 


OTHER TESTIMONY. 
Mrs. Chisholm testified that she knew 
Dr. Bowers aud Mrs. Bowers. On one 
occasion she visited Mrs. Bowers, and the 
latter told her she was compelled to lock 
the door when the doctor went out. On 
being asked why, she told witness her 
mother and brother were continually an­ 
noying her, wanting her to leave Dr. 
Bowers and sign her policies over to them. 
On another occasion she said Benhayon 
had threatened to poison her parrot, and 
again spoke of her mother and brother 
annoying her. Witness said Mrs. Bowers 
seemed quite afraid. 
W itness once saw 
Benhayon force Mrs. Bowers to give him 
$10, and at the same time heard her accuse 
him of taking money from the bureau- 
drawer. Mrs. Bowers seemed very much 
afraid to let Dr. Bowers know anything 
about her trouble. 
Josie Landis had occupied room 10 at 
No. 22 Geary street on October 22d and 23d. 
Met Lowenstein at his store on Kearny 
street. Never invited him to come and 
see her. W ent to her room at 1:30 a. m., 
on Sunday, October 23d. Heard no unusal 
noise. 
May Landis saw Lowenstein at his store 
on Kearny street. Occupied room 10 at 
No. 22 Geary street on Saturday night. 
Heard no unusal noise. Did not know 
Dimmig nor Benhayon. 
Jailer Rogers testified that Mrs. Zeising, 
about four months ago. had begun to pro­ 
long her visits to Dr. Bowers beyond the 
usual length. 
Witness never saw Dimmig 
at the jail. Very few letters came through 
the office to the jail. 


DIMMIG’s PROSPECTIVE WEALTH. 
W illiam W inters, who lives at 417 Mont­ 
gomery street, said 
he knew Dimmig 
slightly, but not by name. Saw Dimmig 
in the Oberon about the 1st of September, 
showing some pictures, etc., for which he 
was canvassing. Saw a pin of Dimmig's 
which struck his fancy. In a conversation 
about it witness stated that Dimmig said 
he was soon going to wear diamonds, if he 
were successful. 
Witness again saw Dim­ 
ming on the Friday before the death of 
Benhayon. Dimmig asked him to go to 
North Beach with him to examine a sloop 
which he was thinking of buying. Saw 
him again on the Monday after the death. 
The inquest then adjourned till 8 o’clock 
in the evening. 


E v en in g S ession. 
At the night session of the inquest Mrs. 
Higson said, in relation to a rem ark said to 
have been made by Dimmig—that if Low­ 
enstein put him into a hole he would throw 
a bombshell into the affair—that she was 
positive Dimmig made such rem ark. 
W it­ 
ness denied the statements of other wit­ 
nesses that, she bad identified Benhayon as 
the man who paid her the five dollars. 


GUMPEL, THE WRITING EXPERT, 
Testified that the confession is an im ita­ 
tion of Benhayon s handwriting. H e said 
the writing alleged to have been written by 
Benhayon was written by some one who 
had familiarized him self with Benhavon’s 
writing. Witness explained on a black­ 
board the difference in the two writings. 
The capital “ I's ” were shown to be much 
different. 
Witness said be relied on the 
pressure of a pen to identify writing. 
He 
said tbe small “e” was different, and that 
the small “s" in the confession and those 
in the writing known to be Benhayon’s 
were in a majority of cases different. The 
figure “8” was different, aud also the figure 
“4". There were also various other differ­ 
ences, which witness pointed out. 
The 
punctuation of Benhayon’s writing and 
that of the alleged confession also differed 
to a wide extent. 


WHAT DIMMIG’S EMPLOYER KNEW. 
J. P. Street, a book canvasser, knew Dim­ 
mig since last May. Dimmig entered his 
employ as a book canvasser, and did very 
well. Met Diiumig on Saturday, October 
22d, at the store, 420 Bush street. Dimmig 
told him lie was going out to take an order. 
He came back in a few minutes and told 
witness ho had secured an order for a set of 
“ Choice L iterature’’ from Mrs. Zeising. 
He spoke of buying a sloop that afternoon. 
On the morning of Dimmig's arrest heard 
Dimmig say he knew more about tbe case 
than they thought he did.

E n te rtain m e n t P rom ise—Illusions. 
Manager H. 8. Church has entered upon 
the scheme of collecting a company of his 
own, and having completed all the ar­ 
rangements with much outlay, and after 
weeks of labor, ru n ounces “ C inderella’’ 
and “ Rip Van W inkle” for next week 
here, by the troupe known as Church A 
Mast's American Juvenile Opera Company. 
Nightly and daily this week, a large num ­ 
ber of Sacramento children, probably 250, 
are being drilled in dances, marches and 
songs to support the leaders of the com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Church says of these that sev­ 
eral who had parts in the former produc­ 
tion of Cinderella here, are now in the 
company, with others equally as good or 
better.

eyes of the spectator and a stage full of 
people, is treated in like manner. 
Two 
figures may be on the stage at one time, 
and one will fade away and the other re­ 
main ; or one will grow filmy and cloud­ 
like, and the other walk through it and be 
seen through it. 
A lady posing on a 
pedestal is made to vanish and the pedestal 
to remain. Grouping of living figures fade 
or dissolve into new groups; a person 
posing melts from one position into and 
becomes distinct in another, without any 
falling of the curtain. In short, it is a case 
of dissolving views, as with pictures in a 
stereopticon, but without the pictures or 
that instrum ent, and with living figures, 
scenery, groups, the whole stage indeed, 
shifting and changing, dissolving and re­ 
appearing without friction or sound. Mr. 
Sherman shows letters irom Edwin Booth, 
H arry Edwards and YV.

YVoodland Proposes to A dopt St, Jo h n 's 
“ B o ein ” P lan. 
Now that the Supreme Court has decided 
that municipalities can enforce ordinances 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating drinks, 
several towns in the northern portion of 
the State are talking of taking steps look­ 
ing to the closing of all low dives and dis­ 
reputable beer shops. 
Woodland will be 
the town to take the initiative step in this 
section. The first step proposed by the 
Woodlandites, is “ Twelve Hours a Day for 
the Dram-shops.” 
One of the Woodland 
papers says : 
“ W hy should not the saloons be closed 
at 7 o’clock, and allow those who are em­ 
ployed in selling liquors tim e for recreation 
as well as those who are employed in our 
dry goods stores, grocery stores and meat 
markets ? W hy the man who sells liquor 
should have to work longer hours than 
other laborers, is a question which has 
never been satisfactorily explained to the 
average m ind. We suggest to the advocates 
of the early-closing movement that they 
demand that its favors shall extend to sa­ 
loon clerks, and that license to sell liquors 
shall be other days tbau Sundays, or the 
same as all other business houses. Is the 
liquor traffic so urgent that it must require 
the bartenders to constantly be in readiness 
to mix up the toddies for those who patron­ 
ize the saloons under cover of night ior fear 
they may be seen indulging through the 
day ? If this is the case, the liquor traffic 
by night must have a most dangerous and 
demoralizing effect, and its results should 
be arrested by allowing the liquor dealer to 
close his place of business at 7 o’clock in 
the evening, that he may attend church, 
lectures, and otherwise enjoy himself with 
the clerks and employes of other business 
houses.” 
The W oodland Demur rat is also in favor 
of clean newspapers and deals rough blows 
at sensational and filthy sheets, as follows: 
“The people of Woodland are waking up 
to the interests of the rising young, anti we 
shall be very much mistaken it Woodland 
is not the I’asadena of the Sacramento val­ 
ley in a short time. 
We shall also he mis­ 
taken if the people of beautiful Wood­ 
land do not soon demand ot her daily 
journals a higher tone of morals and less of 
the sensational, which now predominates. 
The people of Y’olo county cannot afford to 
pay for the kind of literature that will 
educate their children to be thieves and 
vagabonds. 
It has not been more than a 
few weeks since it was stated by a public 
speaker in this place that the press of the 
day was a curse to a high state of civiliza­ 
tion. YVhile we believe the statem ent to 
be true, the people are as much to blame 
as the press, because the press has ceased 
to lead the people, and it only gives them 
what they crave. 
Heretofore the people 
have not required the press to educate 
them against crime, and thereby prevent it 
as much as possible, but to give it to them 
after it was committed, in detail, and em­ 
bellish it with as much of the sensational 
as the English language would adm it of.

the bitter fruits thereof.”

It is said that Mr. O'Brien proposes to let 
the building of the ditches and necessarv 
tlumes out by contract. H is intention for 
the present is to ditch only to his own 
place or to Riley Lane’s. H e will also 
build a dam at what is known as his sheep- 
raneh, and there store the water necessary 
for spring and sum mer use. The contracts 
lor building the ditch and Humes have not 
been let yet, but a gentleman conversant 
with most of O’B nen's plans, informed 
an Appeal reporter yesterday that they 
would shortly be given out." The tunnel 
at the head of the ditch, through which 
the water comes just after tapping'tbe river, 
lias been worked through, but is yet in a 
rough state. It is 200 feet in length, and of 
more than enough capacity to carry the 
water which O'Brien has claimed for his 
individual enterprise.

A S t e a m E x c a v a t o r .— A steam exca­ 
vator, belonging to the San Francisco Bridge 
Company, says the San Francisco Call, is 
daily removing 1,200 cubic yards of eartli 
and rock from the hill between Spreckels’ 
sugar refinery and Railroad avenue, at the 
Potrero. 
The ds-bris removed is being 
used to fill Railroad avenue across Central 
Basin to form a roadbed for the proposed 
cable road on that thoroughfare. The ex­ 
cavator, which does as much work in one 
day as could be performed by 300 men, has 
already taken out over 250.000 cubic yards 
of material, and still has 20,000 cubic yards 
to remove. A test of the machine was 
made some time ago, and it succeeded in 
removing 1,835 cubic yards in eight hours 
and fifteen minutes, performing the work 
of about 500 men in the same time. Blast­ 
ing still continues on the side of the hill, 
and at 6 o’clock last evening a large blast 
of 500 pounds of powder was exploded, 
tearing a huge rent in the face of the hill 
and shaking the houses for m any blocks
